PROFESSORS READY 
FOR PIPE-LINE TEST 


University of Chicago Men to 
Pass Light Through Three- 
Mile Rectangle. 


By the Associated Preas. 

CHCIAGO, Oct. 25.—Upon the 
measurement of one-thousandth of 
one-millionth of one-millionth of 
one second will depend the decision 
of University of Chicago professors 
as to the truth or falsity of the Ein- 
stein theory of relativity, the sa- 
vants announced today, as they 
completed preparations fof one of 
the most delicate experiments ever 
attempted. 

Prof. Albert A. Michaelson and 
Prof. Henry Gordon Gale, who are 
making the tests, have completed 
the laying of nearly three miles of 
air-tight pipe over an area of 80 


acres. The 12-inch pipe has been 
laid to form a rectangle, joined at 
three sides and open on the fourth 
and with mirrors at the angles. 

The experimenters plan to pass 
beams of light through the pipe’ in 
opposite directions and observe 
whether light passing one way will 
take longer than light passing the 
other. 

If the light traverses the pipe in 
the same time in each direction, 
then the Einstein theory, which 
supposes it is unnecessary to pre- 
sume there is such a thing’as ether, 
is wrong, the professors contend. 

The earth rotates from west to 
east, the professors point out, and 
they assert that the beam passing 
westward should reach the east end 
of the pipe before one passing east- 
ward reaches the east end, because 
the earth has moved in the mean- 
time.

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Law, After Slaying Wife and Her 
Father and Sister.

GUNTERSVILLE, Ala., Oct. 25. 
-—After kflling his wife and two 
other members of her family, Dr. 
Curtis Johnson, practicing physi- 
cian of Meltonville, Ala., 15 miles 
from here, ended his own life to-| 
day. He had been separated from 
his wife. 

The dead, besides Dr. Johnson, 
are: Mrs. Curtis Johnson, his 
wife: A. O. Caston; his father-in- 
law; Miss Jessie Caston, his sister- 
in-law. : 

Mrs. A. O. Caston, his mother- 
in-law, also was shot and danger- 
ously wounded. She was brought 
here for treatment. 

According to investigating offi- 
cers, Dr. Johnson went to the home 
of his father-in-law, and opened 
fire with a revolver. His wife and 
sister-in-law were instantly killed. 
Caston was shot three time while 
trying to protect members of the 
family. He died while being takep 
to a Guntersville hospital. 

Without injuring two of his chil- 
dren, who were present, Dr. John- 
son is then reported to have backed 
azainst a wall and fired a bullet in- 
tu his head. 

Dr. Johnson was a brother of 
State Senator- Joe Johnson, who 
stated that his brother had been 
brooding over his domestic trou- 
bles. Tne Doctor and his wife had 
been separated for three months. 
They had five children, two of 
whom are students at the State 
Agricultural School at Albertville.

Washington 
Now Trying to Figure 
Out His Price. 


CHARGES $270 FOR 
EACH 60-FOOT LOT 


Community Spirit Ap- 
parently Vanishes When 
Bills for Thwarting Un- 
dertaker Start Coming in. 


Residents of the 6200 block of 
Washington bculevard, getting to- 
gether a year ago to act against a 
feared invasion of their precincts 
by a funeral establishment, de- 
cided it would be quite the neigh- 
borly thing to employ one of their 
number, who had a property inter- 


They didn’t suppose the cost of 
this representation would be con- 
siderable, if, indeed, they thought 
about that. It was Douglas W. 
Robert of No. 5240 whom 23 
neighbors asked to act for them. 
The injunction suit was filed with 
Robert as one of the plaintiffs. 

Some of the neighbors now say 
that Robert didn’t tell them in ad- 
vance how. much he would charge. 
They were considerably taken 
aback when they received bills, 
after an injunction against funerals 
in the block had been granted, 
to see that they were charged at 
the rate of $4.50 per front foot of 
their lots—and this is a district of 
wide lots as well as comfortable 
homes. 

Rate $270 for 60-Foot Lot. 

The rate charged amounted to 
$270 for a 60-foot lot. The res!i- 
dents suppose that the bill for the 
total frontage must have been 
around $6000. They have not es- 
timated what financial effect, if 
any, the holding of funerals néear- 
by might have had on their prop- 
erty. 

“When the neighbors first gath- 
ered to discuss the matter,” said 
the wife of one of the plaintiffs, 
“someone said it wouldn’t be polite 
to go outside the neighborhood for 
a lawyer when Robert was there 
and interested himself. Robert 
said he would charge us so much 
per front foot, but he didn’t say 
how much. There was talk about 
a compromise and the people be- 
gan sending in their money to pay 
the attorney before last Sunday, 
the limit he set, but he returned 
some of the money. He sent out 
notices, I think, threatening to 
turn his bill over to a collection 
agency or to file suit.” 

A property owner, who described 
himself as “‘one of the biggest fish- 
es in the pond,” having well over 
100 feet frontage, declared he had 
been given to understand when a 
neighbor asked him to join the 
plaintiffs, that Robert’s charge 
would be only enough to cover the 
actual cost. “I was led to believe 
he was handling the case from 
community spirit,” this man added. 

At any rate, the compromise of- 
fer, it is reported, resulted in some 
sort of-settlement of Robert’s bills, 
the figure of a $5000 total being 
mentioned. 

Reticent to Reporter.

ACTING SUCCESSOR 


Weather Bureau Chief 
Named Because of Prece- 
dent—Iowan Long Iden- 
tified With Farming.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Henry 
C. Wallace, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in the Coolidge Cabinet, 
at the naval hospital here at 4 
v’clock this afternoon. The im- 
mediate cause of death was toxe- 
mia poisoning, which followed an 
operation performed a week ago 
in an effort to relieve sciatica. Wal- 
lace was reported doing well fol- 
lowing the removal of his appen- 
dix and gall bladder. Yesterday, 
however, toxemia poisoning set in. 

In an effort to save the life of 
the Cabinet officer, Dr. Joel T. 
Boone, White House physician, who 
had been attending Wallace for 
six weeks, called into consultation 
Maj. James F. Coupal, personal 
physician to President Coolidge, 
anad Dr. Thomas Boggs, of Johns 
Hopkins Hospital. 

Wallace was unconscious a part 
of yesterday, but brightened up last 
night for a time. He lost con- 
sciousness again early this morn- 
ing. Mrs. Wallace and their daugh- 
ter, Miss Ruth E, Wallace, were 
at the bedside when death came. 
Mrs. Wallace had maintained an 
all-night vigil with Dr. Boone and 
the other physicians. 

Dr. Boone issued the following 
statement: 

‘The Secretary died at four 
o'clock. He slept very quietly. 
Mrs. Wallace and her daughter, 
Ruth, were present. Immediate 
cause of death was bacteremia, 
and the contributory cause was 
cholecystitis, inflamation of the 
gall bladder.” 

Marvin Acting Secretary. 

Charles F. Marvin, Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, was appointed 
late today by President Coolidge as 
acting Secretary of Agriculture. 
The appointment was made in pur- 
suance of a precedent set in 1913, 
when President Wilson appointed 
Willis Moore, then Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, acting Secretary 
of the Department of Agriculture 
in the absence of the Secretary, it 
was explained at the White House. 
However, Howard M. Gore, Assist- 
ant Secretary, who has been absent 
from Washington, is expected to 
become Acting Secretary on his re- 
turn here. 

Mr. Coolidge ordered his en- 
gagements on Monday canceled, 
including an appointment to re- 
ceive representatives of the adver- 
tising business for breakfast. He 
also announced that the Secretary 
of State would proclaim official 
mourning on the death of the Sec- 
retary. 

This proclamation was issued to- 
night by Joseph C. Grew, acting 
Secretary of State. 
national flag to be displayed at 
half-mast on all public buildings 
throughout the country until the 
burial at Des Moines on Wednes- 
day. It also directed that the ex- 
ecutive departments here be closed 
Monday, the day of the funeral, 
from 9 a. m. until 1 p. m.

ITS GOLF TRIBUTE 
AFTER EIGHT YEARS 


Draining of Grand Basin and 
Lagoons Results in Recovery 
of 4000 Balls. 

Uncountable golfers have sient! 
at the seventeenth tee of the For- 
‘ ost Park links during.the last eight. 
years, breathlessly hoping that the 


aggravating pellet would reach the 
other side of one of the worst of 
the course’s lagoon hazards. tI/n- 
countable golfers have thought, and 
said, terrible and wunprintable 
things when the insatiable maw of 
Grand Basin took its daily tribute. 

And now, after eight years, 
Grand Basin has been robbed of 
its treasure. Grand Basin is to 
have a new retaining wall, and for 
that reason the series of lagoons 
was drained two weeks ago. All 
last week an army of small boys 
employed by Matt C. Malley, offi- 
cial lost-golf ball retriever, waded 
in the muddy basins and brought 
forth an estimated total of between 
4000 and 5000 muéd-stained golf 
balls. And most of them came 
from a hole in the center of Grand 
Basin. 

The exact number and salvage 
value of the balls is not known. 
Sufficient to note that a repainted 
golf ball not yet in the decomposi- 
tion stage can be sold for from 10 
to 50 cents, and Malley pays $860 
@ year for his privilege. 

The distance across Grand Basin 
from the seventeenth tee to the 
green is about 145 yards. Other 
lagoon hazards are at the second, 
thigd and sixteenth tees, all of 
which yielded golf balls from one 
day to several years old. 


NEW RULING MAY RELIEVE 
FEDERAL COURT'S CONGESTION

After 1814 Days Spent on 
Trip to Pacific Coast and 
Return. 


SPEED OF EXPRESS 
TRAINS EXCEEDED 


Actual Flying Time Be- 


tween Cities 235 Hours 
11 ‘Minutes; American 
Built; Test Success.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 26.— 
The navy dirigible Shenandoah 
came to earth at its home station 
here just at midnight, after a rec- 
ord-breaking journey of 9000 miles 
across the country to and up the 
Pacific coast and back which had 
taken eighteen days and a half. 

After circling above the field of 
the navy air station, the. crew of 
the airship dropped a coil of rope 
from a trapdoor at 11:50‘last night. 
This was immediately grasped by 
the ground crew and the airship 
was drawn to earth, the control 
cabin touching ground just after 
midnight. 

Sailors immediately swarmed 
aboard and assisted the ground 
¢rew in completing the landing. 
A large crowd witnessed the hous- 
ing of the dirigible. 

A\ new era in the history of 
lighter-than-air navigation was 
written when the big airship hov- 
ered gracefully over its home hang- 
ar. The first American-built rigid 
airship had made the first voyage 
across the United States and re- 
turned. The test of the ship, and 
of the men, a test as severe as any 
ship ever faced, had been success- 
fully met. . 

\. The actual] flying time between 
cities, deducting the time taken in 
locating the mooring masts through 
the fogs, was 235 hours and 11 
minutes. The fastest express trains 
between the same cities make the 
run in 272 hours and 30 minutes, 
also deducting time for connections. 


Started on Oct. 7. 


. The Shenandoah cast off from 
the mooring mast at Lakehurst and 
started its long cruise at 10 a, m. 
Oct. 7. At 11 o’clock tonight, 445 
hours had passed since the start. In 
that time the Shenandoah had been 
fiying with its engines running for 
2°57 hours and 38 minutes and been 
moored to a mast for 187 hours and 
22 minutes. The latter includes 
five. days, or 120 hours, that the 
ship was being repaired. 

' None of the precious helium was 
lost by difficulties during the voy- 
age. All that escaped was valved 


- to permit landing or set free by 


automatic safety valves under the 
expansion of the high altitudes. 


For every minute through the 
entire cruise the ship was able to 
“maintain constant radio communi- 
cation with the land, frequently 
with stations several thousand miles 
distant. Weather reports, ‘official 
messages, instructions as to moor- 
ing hours and thousands of words 
of press messages were sent and 
received. 


New discoveries in the possibili- 
of radio communication from 
high altitudes were made. All of 
the radio equipment carried on 
board was manufactured at the 
Bellevue experimental laboratory, 
Washington, many of the techni- 
calities of which never had been 
tried out before and their success 
was evident. 


Radio Effectiveness.

SUCCESS OF 


LA-FOLLETTE WOULD ADVANCE 
OVERTHROW OF GOVERNMENT 


Assails Court Proposal in St. Paul Address 
and Assents Endeavor to Deadlock Race 
Is a Menace.

Charles Evans Hughes, Secretary

here tonight that whatever success 
the La Follette-Wheeler party 
“may achieve in this election is 
progress toward the overthrow of 
our system of government.” 

Himself a former associate Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme 
Court, Mr. Hughes attacked the La- 


Follette proposal for a Constitu- 
tional amendment that would give 
Congress power to override deci- 
sions of the highest court in the 
land, 

“If the proposal of the third 
party were adopted,” Mr. Hughes 
said, “you would have no rights 
whatever to life, liberty or to prop- 
erty, except as Congress might al- 
low them. Allow then that you 
would have been at the mercy ofa 
Congressional! majority.”’ 

Referring to President Coolidge, 
the Secretary of State defended his 
administration and told the audi- 
ence, which filled the municipal 
auditorium, that “if you desire a 
leader who incarnates American- 
ism, you could find no one better 
than Calvin Coolidge.’’ 

“Task of Restoration.”’ 
Hughes laid at the door of the 
last Democratic administration re- 
sponsibility for ‘‘the serlous eco- 
nomic conditions,”’ of recent years, 
and told of the present adminis- 
tration’s efforts to accomplish “the 
difficult task of restoration.” 
The Dawes, plan, he said, “has 
opened the way to economic re- 
covery abroad” while here at home 
President Coolidge is practicing 
economy, “a para- 
mount need in all our efforts to 
promate prosperity.” 

“There are two menaces at this 
time which threaten stability and 
confidence and a blighting of our 
hopes for increased prosperity,”’ he 
said. 7 
“Both of:these menaces proceed 
directly from the third party. The 
one lies in its disruptive proposals: 
the other in its endeavor to pre- 
vent an election on Nov. 4 and to 
throw the election into the House 
of Representatives.’’ 

Soft Pedaling Chief Issues. 
“The third party appears at this 
moment to be soft pedaling on its 
chief issues. But they are there, 
and the measurable success of {ts 
efforts would shake public confi- 
dence. For it has disclosed its 
aims. 

“It aims at government owner- 
ship of railroads and of all pub- 
lic utilities, which would impose 
an intolerable burden upon the tax- 
payers with no advantage either in 
service or in rates. If the Govern- 
ment is competent to regulate, it 
can regulate now. The power to 
regulate interstate commerce is as 
broad as the demand of any exi- 
gency. 

“The most serious and danger- 
ous aim of the third party is in its 
attempt to destroy our system of 
government by its assault upon 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court in the interpretation of the 
Constitution. 


“This is the proposal of the third 
party—that the Constitution be 
amended so as to provide that 
Congress may by re-enacting a stat- 
ute, make it effective over a judi- 
cial veto. 

“What is meant by a judicial 
veto? Simply that the Court de- 
cides in the exercise of its jurisdic- 
tion to determine controversies that 
the act of Congress is contrary to 
the Constitution. 

“It is proposed that Congress by 
passing a measure twice may over- 
ride the Constitution in any way 
it pleases, 

“The proposal of the third party 
is not merely an assault upon the 
Supreme Court. It is indeed that 
and far more. 

“It is an assault upon states. 
* * * The proposal of the third 
party would mean the enthrone- 
ment of Congress over the states. 
Congress would pass any act it 
pleased curtailing or destroying the 
rights of the state. I am not 
speaking of states rights, with the 
idea that such rights in the old 
sense should be supported against 
the authority given by the Consti- 
tution to the nation.

“Where will you find a body bet- 
ter adapted to fulf.J] this purpose 
(that of passing on.the constitu- 
tionality of laws) than the Supreme 
Court of the United States? Of 
course, it is a human institution and 
hence cannot be infallible. But 
Congress is also a human institu- 
tion,and one most exposed to the 
niast of political motive and least 
calculated to be an impartial avbi- 
ter in the decision of constitu!*onal 
controversies.

Faris Overrules Motion 
to Discuss Surburban 
Application — City Gets 
Right to Intervene. 


Indications that holders of $6,- 
500.000 in Suburban. bonds are 
about to reach an agreement with 
the Reorganization Committee of 
the United Railways Co, which will 
permit reorganization plans to pro- 
ceed immediately, were given in a 
statement made yesterday in the 
Federal Court to Judge Faris by 
Sam Jeffries, counsel for the Sub- 
urban bondholders. 

The reorganization plan has 
been agreed to by the various se- 
curity holders with the exception 
of the Suburban bondholders who 
objected to that portion of the 
plan which provided that the re- 
organization of the company would 
be effected without guaranteeing 
payment of the Suburban bonds at 
maturity. It was proposed to pay 
off $2,000,000 of the bonds imme- 
diately and retire $100,000 addi- 
tional.bonds each year for 10 years, 
which would leave only $3,500,000 
cutstanding. at maturity. 

Details of New Plan. 

The new plan will include an 
agreement to pay interest, a sink- 
ing fund arrangement, and prob- 
ably a plan for refinancing the 
bonds at maturity. 

Jeffries pointed out to.the court 
that negotiations had progressed 
favorably in the last two weeks and 
that within 10 days, a definite 
agreement probably would 0be 
reached. 

Judge Faris accordingly con- 
tinued for two weeks hearing on a 
motion filed by the Transit Bond- 
holders Committee to consolida‘s 
all foreclosure suits now pending 
against the United RailWays. 

Special Master Sustained. 

The court sustained the position 
of Special Master Fred L. Williams 
in overruling a motion to dismiss 
the Suburban bondholders appli- 
cation for a separate receiver for 
the 112 miles of Suburban  prop- 
erty. A hearing on this application 
will be held at a later date. 

Judge Faris sustained the peti- 
tion of the city to intervene in the 
Suburban request for a separate re- 
ceiver and said: ‘The Court will 
not refuse the City of St. Louis a 
seat at the council table for the 
purpose of discussing a matter of 
such great public interest as the re- 
crzanization of the street railwav 
lines.”’

House Committee Has 
Open Hearing on Bremer 
Charge That Stolen 
Bonds Are Being Paid. 


“IMPORTANT TO FIND 
THE BIGGEST LIAR” 


Allegations Against Mellon 
and Eugene Meyer Jr. of 
War Finance Corporation 
Are Denied.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Three 
members of the committee of five 
of the House, named to investigate 
charges made by Charles B. Brewer 
of the Department of Justice, that 
the country had been flooded with 
fraudulent bonds, amied a heavy 
blow at Secretary Mellon, Eugene 
Meyer Jr. and other officials of the 
Treasury Department today, but 
the force of it seemingly was dis- 
sipated by Meyer and Assistant 
Secretary Gerard B. Winston. 
The special committee, com- 


posed of Representatives McFadden 
of Pennsylvania, chairman; King 
of Illinois, Strong of Kansas, Ste- 
venson of South Carolina and Stea- 
gall of Alabama, has been probing 
various reports about the activi- 
ties of Mellon, Allen and Winston. 
This has been done in executive 
sessions. Today an open hearing 
was held to produce testimony to 
show three things: 

First, that bonds that Brewer 
said were forged or atolen but held 
by Mellon never to have been is- 
sued have come in and been paid 
for and destroyed by Treasury of- 
ficials. 

Second, Meyer, as director of the 
War Finance Corporation, used 
his office to trade with his broker- 
age housé in New York, and to sell 
bonds to the Government at high- 
er prices than to J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and cthers. 

Third, the Treasury had used 
call bonds to’ enable 
firms and bankers to make profits 
by selling them back at a premium. 


Brewer as Witness. 

The witness called to make this 
showing was Brewer. But, uain- 
vited, Meyer and Winston appeared 
before the committee and met ev- 
ery allegation with a flat deniai or 


an explanation. At times the ses- 
sion of the committee was stormy. 
Meyer and Winston resisted every 
effort to block their respective rec- 
ords. 

Representative King, a Repub- 
lican, and Steagall, a Democrat, 
indicated, through questions to the 
witness and impromptu speeches 
during the day, that their purpose 
was to show that at least 100 of 
the bonds said to have been stolen 
from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing have been located and 
that 35 of them had been paid by 
the Treasury without authority of 
law. This Winston dénied and 
promised to explain when given an 
Stevenson read from 
Mellon’s own statement to show 
that at the time he made public his 
letter to President Coolidge, deny- 
ing the Brewer allegations, nine of 
the bonds in controversy had been 
paid and destroyed. Brewer as- 
serted that the law prohibited the 
destruction of bonds. 

A dispute between Winston and 
Brewer over these bonds alleged to 
have been issued and paid caused

“Stolen Bonds Are Paid.” 


“What is the Treasury doing to 
protect the Government against 
these duplicated bonds or duplica- 
tion of payments?” asked Repre- 
sentative Steagall. ‘Nothing: the 
stolen bonds are being paid as they 
come in,” Brewer answered. 

Winston complained that the 
House Committee had been hold- 
ing hearings without givinz the 
Treasury an opportunity to be rep- 
resented, “We had executive gses- 
sions,”’ retorted King, ‘“‘to protect 
our witnesses; to keep Treasury 
officials from brow-beating and 
cowing them by threatening to dis- 
charge them.”

Green Line Holds Against 
Crimson Plunges—Fumbies

—Dartmouth, tied by Yale a week 
ago, defeated Harvard today, 6 to

KILING BY HUSBAND 


Georgian Living in Portland 
Accused of Crime.in Georgia 
18 Years Ago.

. PORTLAND, re., Oct. 25.— 
Charged with having committed a 
murder in Coffee County, Ga. 14 
years ago, King Storey, who has 
lived here under the name of Ken- 
neth McLeod, is-under arrest, hav- 
ing been acctised by his wife, who 
informed county authorities after 
her husband had been arrested on 
a charge of nonsupport. A tele- 
gram from Georgia confirmed the 
wife’s statements. 

When Deputy District Attorney 
Mowry asked tee wife to explain 
the circumstances of the nonsup- 
port charge she made a dra & 
statement in which she declar 


| that her husband had killed his 


cousin in Georgia shortly after she 
and Storey were married. 

‘He disappeared,” she said. 
“They indicted him for murder. A 
little iater I met him in a neigh- 
boring fown where hé, was hiding. 
After that we came to the Pacific 
Coast, where we have been living 
since, first one place, then an- 
other.” She said she had been the 
mother of eight children as the 
wife of Storey in the 18 years. 

“A telegram was received by offi- 
cers here from Sheriff W. M. Tan- 
ner of Ooffey County, Ga.,* which 
stated: x 


“King Storey is wanted here for 
murder. Also for assault with in- 
tent to commit mufder. Hold him.” 

Mowry said Storey admitted ‘his 
true name, but asserted hé never 
killed anyone in his home §S 
He did kill a’ man in Seattle~ in 
1918, he told the Deputy Sheriff 
and newspaper men, but. was tried 
on a manslaughter charge and ac- 
quitted 6n groainds of self-defense. 
Storey is about 45 years-of age; 
his wife about 42.

Upon their return to the theater 
that night, the members of the 
“Cyrano” company who had seen 
the picture in the afternoon re- 
marked to G. Albert Smith, who 


jtakes the part of a cavalier in the 


play, that his portrait was on ex- 
hibition at the art museum. The 
following day young Al Smith and 
Jay Fassett, who plays the part of 
Montfleury in ‘“Cyrand@,” visited 
the museum and identified the pic- 
ture as being that done by Truman, 
Jay Fassett’s brother, for which Al 
Smith had posed. 

Our interview with the young 
actors proved most interesting. Jay 
Fassett, a wholesome, good-natured 
fine-minded and delightfully edu- 
cated person, son of the late Sena- 
tor Fassett of New York, vividly 
related entertaining anecdotes in 
the artistic careers of both his 
brother, Truman, and himself, and 
prefaced young Smith’s version of 
the portrait's origin with sincere 
bits of appreciation of the lad’s 
friendship. We were not surprised 
to find Al Smith a nervous, sensi- 
tive, highly strung and tempera- 
mental young artist, but we were 
surprised at his pale blue eyes, the 
indecisive whimsicality of his 
mouth and the extreme finesse of 
long, impractical, artistic fingers 
which had been but suggested in 
the portrait. 

Much effort was made to assure 
us that “Not the Type” was an ac- 
tual condition, not a studied pose 
for a picture. Such severe hones- 
ty is certainly unique. Realizing 
the .boy’s constitutional aestheti- 
cigm, the portrait and its signifi- 
cance assume greater. intensity. 
“Irresponsible” and “wholly 
charming,” Jay Fassett’s adjectives 
describing young Smith, complete 
the story. 

It might also be interesting to 
note that Walter Hampden is Paul 
Dougherty’s brother, and that Mr. 
Dougherty and Truman Fassett 
paint together at Monhegan while 
Mr. Hampden and Jay Fassett dre 
associated in the drama.

The village of Lacombe is on one of these 
bayous that come up from the north shore 
of Lake Pontchartrain. Between the tuwn 
and the lake, in @ lonely wood) is a sawmill 
that ships 25 to 50 carloads of lumber a 
month, and it was from a siding at this mil] 
that rum runners recently shipped the whisky 
to St. Louis. Officials of ene sawmill have 
said this was done without their knowledge 

It would be comparatively easy, they point- 
ed out, to order half a car of lumber shiprea 
to St. Louis and, after nightfall, when the

lumberjacks and milimen had left the swanip, 
come up the bayou with a cargo of whisky, 
remove the lumber, place the cased liquor 
in the car and then replace the lumber to 
conceal the whisky. Next day when the car 
had been sealed and pulled out, who at the 
mill would know what it contained? 

A rum runner or his agent, using fictitious 
names, could order a car of lumber shipped 
to any city without fear of disclosing his 
identity. He could forward a copy of the Dill 
of lading to the consignee in another city, 
who could apply for the car, giving the ficti- 
tious name on the bill of lading, and it would 
be delivered to him without question. 

In making these consignments by stealth 


the rum runner sometimes makes costly mis- 


takes, as in the case of a car of lumber re- 
ceived recently by a St. Louis lumber yard. 
Under the lumber of this car were 25 casea 
of imported whisky, not specified in the bill 
of lading and not intended for this lumber- 
man. He believes the car was mistaken in 
the dark for another. No claim was made for 
the liquor and he accepted it along with the 
lumber that was consigned to his firm. 


Raids Do Not Stop Them

with lumber and liquor on or near the saw- 
mij] siding on the bayou.

The real identity of- ‘*Wil- 
liams’’ is known to the Federal officials at 
New Orleans. 

Two men of old French families residing 
in St. Tammany parish have been arrested in 
connection with the shipments to St. Louis, 
but both profess innocence of the charge. In 
the barn of one, a former merchant, were 
found several hundred cases of whisky. He 
has said it was placed there without his 
knowledge, presumably, he explained, by men 
to whom he had rented the barn. Th*‘a ts 
a common explanation everywhere of prop- 
erty owners on whose premises stills are 
found. | 

Frequent successful raids of the stoc« y¥ 
rum runners have been made by Federa' 
agents in this and adjoining parishes, but 
notwithstanding these and similar succesrful 
raids by local officers, the merry moonshine 
trade goes on, apparently undiminished by 
these occasional] checks. . 

But the bootlegger and rum runner are 
by no means the chief coneern of enforcement 
officials. The hijacker is the bad boy who 
came into prominence with. prohibition. In 
the old days the hijacker operated in a lim- 
ited way among moonshiners and bootleggers 
in the mountains of Kentucky, Tennesses 
ahd West Virginia. His specialty is stealing 
illicit whisky from bootleggers. He feels 
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The bootlegger fears the hijacker more than he does the prohibition enforcement officer. Many a hapless rum-runner has on ee oe 
cordon with’his load of booze only to be halted at some lonely spot in the swamp country by desperadoes who demand his liquor or his life—

that he can ply his trade with reasonable se- 
curity, because the bootlegger cannot invoke 
the law against him. 

This peculiar parasite of the underworld, 
this hijacker, is everywhere the bootlegger 
is to be found. He steals from the bootleg- 
ger, from the rum runner, and here in Lowisi- 
ana has frequently stolen stocks confiscated 
by “enforcement officials. He is the killer— 
the man they all fear most of all. 

It is common in these parts for the luck- 
less bootlegger to get clear of local authori- 
ties with his. automobile load of whisky and 
well on his way to the city and safety, only 
to be waylaid in some lonely spot aiong a 
swamp road and robbed of his stock by hi- 


jackers.

Sometimes a fight ensues with dire results 
to both sides, but more frequently the boot- 
legger makes the best terms possible or gives 
ap his load. If he does so without resistance, 
he can count on going unmolested with the 
next five or six loads. But he must pay 
tribute to the hijacker, who takes every sev- 
enth or elghth load. The bootlegger must 
submit to this or lose not only his stock but 
his car, and possibly, his life in the bargain. 

The bootlegger buys his whisky; the hi- 
jacker never. The bootlegger does not fear 
local officials. It is not his business to take 
care of them. The hijacker is the thorn in 
his flesh,.and hence the wise bootlegger haz 
a geared-up car to outrun this privateer of 
the eighteenth amendment where possible. 

Nearly all the cars used by bootleggers ar> 
limousine types, which they run with cur- 
tains dewn. A warrant must be obtained to 
search such a car. But the hijacker scoffs at 
such technicalities. His warrant ts his pistol 
or sawed-off shotgun and he lives well by 
these arms. 

He also drives a fast car, for the fleet boot- 
legger is his prey. The roads through this 
country to the coast points are of dirt and 
are marvelously smooth—just as though they 
were made to order for the desperate con- 
tests that take place over them in running 
the rum to shipping points. But these roads 
traverse some mighty lonely country, and the 
people hereabout whisper of scary things on 
moonless nights when the rum-laden fleet 


They usually get the liquor, but there are tales of blo ody fights in the dark swamplands where bootleggers and hijackers

Allan Meek, the slayer’s husband, hurried 
to the police station, 

“I just killed your woman,” Mrs. Meek 
blurted. “I had to do it.” 

“You must have been crazy,” the police 
say he replied.\ 

Around this small town with a tragedy just 
happened the word spread: 

“She shot the wrong woman.” 

Next the two husbands met. Sommers in 
his grief did not draw a revolv2r and slay 
the man supposed to have broken up his 
home, Instead, he was inclined to treat Meek 
as the mutual victim of an irrationa) act. 
As for Meek, he went over to Sommers and 
placing an arm about his shoulder said, “I'd 
give anything if this hadn’t happened.” 

They talked together for some time, Meek 
protesting that it was all a terrible mistake, 
and Sommers nodding his head in agreement. 

The facts seemed to establish themselves. 
It became apparent that not only had Mrs. 
Meek probably shet the wrong woman but 
that there hadn’t been any “other woman.” 
At least, the majority of Amarillo citizens 
were inclined to doubt. It became the con- 
sensus Of opinion that her act had been ih- 
spired unreasoning jealousy. She had in-

It seemed a simple thing in the abstract. 
The persons marked for killing always de- 
served it—in the abstract. The person wao 
did the shooting was always justifiably out- 
raged—in the abstract. And juries always 
knew how to vote—when the folk of Amaril- 
lo talked about the “unwritten law.’’ 

But the other day Mrs. Billie Meek, 18 
years old, fatally shot Mrs. Bessie Sommers, 
24 years old, because Mrs. Meek thought Mrs. 
Sommers was too intimate with her hus- 
band. And Amarillo had a concrete example 
of the “unwritten law’’ in practice that has 


aroused widespread interest throughout the 


state. 
There was no glamour about the killing. 


Neither the setting nor the actors seenied tu 
do justice to that illusion of heroics which 


has surrounded the unwritten law. Mrs. 
Meek is the wife of a restaurant, employe. 
Mrs. Sommers was employed in ‘Darnall’s 
Cafe. No glossing of bright lights and snecn 
of sables, no purr of limousines and shots 
in a lobster ‘palace; no magnificence of out- 
raged virtue and desecrated family hearti- 


stone was in it. 

Mrs. Meek, having been teased by fellow 
employes of her husband at the cafe abcut 
‘another girl,” loaded her revolver and got 
up early one morning. She went down to the 
cafe and ordered a cup of coffee. When Mrs. 
Sommers came in at 6 a. m. on the day shift 
Mrs. Meek cornered her in a_ cloak 
room. She pulled the trigger six times and 
Mrs. Sommers fell, mortally wounded. The 
slayer then walked out the front door and 
up the street to the police station, where she 
surrendered. Only in her statement to the 
Sergeant did she live up to the dramatics 
expected.

He protested that he had already 
lost two loads to the Sheriff and if he had 
to give up this load, would be forced out of 
business. They let him pass with his liquor. 
Later that night guards at the jail were 
overpowered and all the liquor confiscated by 
the anew Sheriff was stolen. Hijackers-again. 
Do the hijackers fear local law enforce- 
ment officers? Apparently they do not. A 
Sheriff in a parish near New Orleans confis- 
cated 237 cases of whisky last spring which 
he stored in the jail for safekeeping. That 
right°the two deputies on guard were mur- 
dered and the whisky was stolen by hijackers.

Homes for Convatescent 
Patients. 


Until the nation as a whole has 
been supplied with an adequate 
number of hospitals in which to 
provide free treatment for crippled 


children, the Shriners will forego 
‘he added 
‘or convalescent patients. This was 
the decision of the board of im- 
 2éerial trustees at their recent meet- 
ing in St. Louis. = 

In postponing the creation of 
such homes it was announced that 
‘f any person or persons desired to 
build and maintain them unt!) the 
Shrine was prepared to take them 
over, the homes would be official- 
W recognized and appreciated as 
Institutions in conjunction with the 
hospitals. The late C. A. Sinclair 
Sequeathed an estate in excess of 
$100,000 for a convalescents’ home 
in St. Louls, and it is probable that 
whatever may be needed in addi- 
tion will be forthcoming in time 
to give St. Louis the first of them. 

The trustees reasoned that the 
first essential was to create more 
hospitals, judiciously located, with 
the view of reducing the necessity 
for .homes by lessening distance 
which crippled children must trav- 
el in reaching and returning from 
hospitals. The fund for this pur- 
"ose at presént aggregates about 
$1,100,000 a year, and it was held 
‘o be not the wisest course to di- 
vert large sums from this total to 
Fulld and maintain hospitals while 
so many of the latter should be

STENO. — To keep ferns in a 
healthy and growing condition, to 
prevent and to kill insects ard 
diseases, a proper condition of at- 
mosphere should be carefully 
maintained at all times, Extremes 
in moisture, heat or dryness should 
never be allowed. In potting ferns 
after they pass the 4-inch pots, a 
potting stick should always be 
used, as the potter cannot very 
well firm them with his fingers, 
and it secures evenness in potting. 
Ferns should be potted tight, espe- 
clally old plants. They should be 
shifted into larger pots whenever 
necessary. Once a day is often 
enough to water a fern.

LiIle de Re, 
where, right at the edge 
of the ocean, stands a great prison building inclosed 
by a high stone wall. It is a clearing house where 
convicts sentenced to exile are brought from all over 
France. Three or four times a year a special steamer 
lands near the prison and a group of men is led out 
of the gates. Murderers, thieves, traitors, pardoned 
death-house convicts and other criminals are all 
alike driven under the deck and locked under a 
grate. The ship sails toward Spain, then turns to- 
ward the sunny shores of South America, but before 
reaching them turns again, northward this time, and 
after some 30 days’ travel reaches her destination— 
Guiana. 

Here the circle of human life is completed. The 
convicts step into that portion of Dante’s Inferno 
where there is no hope left. But one prospect awaits 
them: sooner or later—and preferably sooner—to die 
on the sun-baked fs- 
lands or to become the 
food of the sharks who 
abound in the sur-

rounding seas. What do the convicts do on those ts- 
lands? Everything, but more exactly nothing. Once, 
long ago, the French Government had a design to col- 
onize and cultivate the islands with the help of con- 
victs and so give them a chance to live in a well- 
arranged, civilized community. But no experienced 
colonizers were sent out with the men—no one ex- 
cept prison wardens and guards, under whose wise 
guidance civilization has been advanced only by 
the building of 24 kilometers of highway. 

In the morning a group assigned for the task goes 
out to cut down the jungle, swarming with mos- 
quitoes. The tropical sun burns over the swamps 
and yellow fever mows down its uncounted vic- 
tims. Quinine is a luxury dispensed to those who 
have distinguished themselves by good behavior. 
At night all are crowded into stuffy cells, 50 or 60 
men in each, sick and well together. There they 
smother during the long nightmare of darkness and 
what they do is nobody’s concern. Often in the 
morning murdered men are carried out—the con- 
viets have a short way of ending disputes, and cards 
and knives do their work in spite of drastic. regu- 
lations. 

The convicts are not sorted, says Londres, but 
thrown all together into 
the cells. Born criminals, 
who have long lost all that 
is human, dwell day and 
night with those who were 
brought to desperation by 
accident or by unendurable 
poverty. But then what 
need is there to sort them 
out? A man who has once 
put his foot down on the is- 
lands is not a human being 
any longer, but one of a 
species of cattle—a name 
in a register.

He was a farmer, a man of means 
and strict morality. No one suspected that he traded, 
between times, in smuggling convicts over to Ven- 
ezuela for a reasonable price. Once a party of six 
escaped from prison—-five Frenchmen and one Arab. 
In vain the administration searched the islands for 
them all day, but in the evening the fugitige Arab 
came back alone, bleeding, and told the administra- 
tion the following story: 

The colonist agreed to smuggle their party off to 
Venezuela and met them in a rowboat at the appoint- 
ed place. With him was a negro servant. When 
they had left the penal settlement far behind them, 
but were still quite near the shore, the colonist tied 
the boat to a rock and went ashore with his negro, 
taking his gun along, “to see if everything was 
quiet.” Suddenly he began to shoot point-blank 
at the eonvicts. The Arab, who was the first to be 
wounded, jumped out and successfully escaped the 
murderer. He hid in the bush and witnessed the 
murder of his comradgs and heard their heart-rend- 
ing cries. When all five were silent, the colonist 
and the negro climbed back into the boat and car- 
ried the bodies ashore one by one. Then, lining 
them up on the ground, they took knives, opened 
their victims’ stomachs, extracted the money, and 
threw the rest to tbe sharks.

of a great adventure. The tale is simply told 

in the diary of Lieutenant-Colonel L. E. Broo®e 
of the British Air Service. The scene of the story is 
in the “Smoky Seas,” those mist-shrouded reaches of 
the North Pacific. The diary tells of his work in lay- 
ing a string of supply stations between America and 
Asia for the British round-the-world airplane com- 
mander by Squadron Leader MacLaren. This part 
of the story, which is told in the first instaliment, has 
glimpses of hardy sailors, tramp ships, beach comb- 
ers, and there is aliwcays the sting of the keen spring 
wind of the northern ocean, 

The second and third installments tell of the mar- 
velous flight eastward from Japan,-the hazards of the 
sea and sky and mountain bravely met, and the pertl- 
ous final flight at 100 miles an hour through an 
opaque fog. 

The story ends in disaster, but gloriously, with three 
strong-hearted men in a wrecked airplane, wallowing 
in the trough of an angry sea. 

The story of these dauntless Britishers could not be 
better told than in this modest diary of a@ man 49 
wears old who could drink cup for cup with the young 
navy officers he met, and still stay above the tabdle. 
It would appear that Col. Broome had been a “Klon- 
diker” in the days of the Alaska gold rush, and in 
the first part of the-coyage he was on seas he had 
known nearly @ quarter of a century before. 


THE DIARY OF LIEUTENANT-COLONEL L. E. 
BROOME. 


PART ONE. 
(Copyright, 1924.) 
ARCH, 1, 1924.—Pulled away from 
deck at Vancouver in H. M. C. S. 
‘“Thiepval’’ sharp to time—10 a. m. 
Crowds on wharf—cinema men and 
reporters. Lovely morning—slight 
mist. 
While steaming out of Burrard 
Inlet reeeived a wireless to return because Marine 
Surveyor wanted to examine ship. Wirelessed back 
“Why not fly him out. Will be off Trial Bay 1:30.” 
Answer came, “Surveyor leaving in plane 1 p. m.” 
Dropped anchor in Trial Bay and plane arrived same 
moment. The Surveyor was a dear old man who had 
never flown before. Survey was made and “up 
anchor and away’’ 1:45. Would have hated to turn 
back, so blessed him and his pinck. 

Steamed through islands and ltovely scenery— 
fine, warm day, with a light wind. Wireless in the 
evening—mixup of Calgary, Edmonton, Oakland, 
Seattle and Vancouver sending. All rotten and ac- 
erent like a buzz-saw. “Sparks” on his mettle and 
delighted with the shrieking of his new toy’ 

Unpacked and settled down in cabin. Anchored 
11 p. m. just south of Seymour Narrows to wait for 
tide. Cheery evening in mess. Opened a bottle of 
champagne. Splendid start to voyage. 

March 2. 1924.—Woke at daylight and went on 
deck and had a cup of cocoa in pilot house. Lovely 
dawn—all the chimneys in the shacks of a logging 
camp on shore, just abreast of us, smoking among 
the dark pine woods. 

What wonderful waters we are passing through 
—<dark pine forests to water’s edge and mountains 
all white with snow. Slept sweetly and woke up 
at 1 a. m. and went on bridge until 2:30 a. m. 
Lovely night—the islands sliding by clad in black 
velvet. Called at 6—on bridge to enter Bella Bella 
to unload first dump. All ashore and away in two 
hours. 

March 3, 1924.—Entered and tied up at Bella 
Bella at dawn—a lovely morning, with frost, still 
and clear! A sleepy Postmaster—the boss of the 
place—came aboard. Arranged that he and the 
Imperial Oil Co.’s local manager should care of our

March 4, 1924.—Got into Prinee Rupert at 8 
a.m. Had tea with Beech and Pressy and girl from 
ashore, who was quite nice. After dinner went to 
dance at “Ancient Order 
of Elks.”” Such a cheery, 
hospitable crowd, they 
were! Was introduced to 
all and sundry, who made 
a great fuss over me and 
were all very keen about 
the flight—all except one 
dame, whom I sat out a 
dance with, and who 
poured all the local scan- 
dal into my ears! She 
must have had a mind 
like a sink. Was spirited 
away for a drink toa club 
near by called The War 
Veterans’ Club. Most of 
the members had become 
theery on stout, and I had 
sups out of about a dozen 
proffered bottles.

Got up at 1 
o’clock in the morning and had a bottle of champagne 
with Shipley and Lang next door, who were also 
wet through and unhappy.

Weather conditions improved and finally got into 
Nazan Bay at 2 p. m. Touched rock lightly in en- 
trance.

Aleuts came on 
board asking for provisions as stocks finished on 
shore. Gave them sugar, coffee, milk. ete. Found 
petro] cans rusting on tops and bottoms, which were 
anpainted. Started getting cans out of cases and 
painting ends. Had good dinner—first meal since 
leaving Dutch Harbor. 

April 1—In Nazan~ Bay. Better weather. Glass 
rising. Went over lists of petrol disposition. At noon 
went around harbor with local man, a half-breed Aleut, 
and chose anchorage for plane in sheltered cove. Old 
English man’o’wars man came on board incredibly 
dirty. Gave him a tot of rum, which loosened his 
tongue. In afternoon landed 7 drums and 4 cases gas- 
oline and 4 drums oil, provisions, stove, slickers, etc., 
and put same in charge of Mr. Nye, the local school- 
master. Went over village—only a couple of dozen 
houses and a church—the‘usual tawdry, seatless, smell- 
ful, barnful of St. Peters’ and St. Paul’s and icons. 
Priest, an Aleut, but ready with offertory bag at the 
door. Asked the schoolmaster over to the ship for 
supper. Glass started to fall. . 

April 2.—Woke up to a strong gale blowing straight 
into harbor from northeast. Ship started dragring 
anchors about 11 a. m. Got under steam and way at 
noon. Moved to more sheltered position and dropped 
two anchors which held. Wind blowing great guns 
and snow squalis. Rocky shore a couple of hundred 
yards under our lea. Lay all day with steam up and 
kept careful watch. But everything held and mark 
buoy alongside never moved. At dusk hurricane lamp 
wouldn’t burn for riding light. Had to fix electric 
one. The oil lamp was blown out every time. Glass, 
which had dropped steeply, started to rise at 6 p. m. 
and gale dropping slightly. Some fierce day, believe 
me! 

April 3.—sShip close to rocks—50 yards. Local 
pilot came out and we weighed anchor and he took 
us in where we should have gone in the first place, 
behind the islands. Gale still blowing all day. En- 
tertained local folk. 

April 4.—-Set up drawing table in chartroom and 
started on new map of Kurile Islands from latest 
charts—much more recent and up to date than our™ 
Admiralty ones. Worked hard all day and after 
supper. Lang, Skipper and company all out after 
ptarmigan in hills—got about a dozen between them. 
Lang skins them——we to eat the remains. 

Engaged pilot to come as far as Attu-one Peter, 
ag Aleut; price, $200 for trip. 

April 5—-Working at maps all day. Get ice for 
7 o’elock cocktails from frozen stream ashore. 
Luxury! 

April 6.—-Schooner Everett Hays, with our coal, 
eight days out from Dutch Harbor, came in about 4 
in the afternoon.

The trumpet, or horn, originally 
painted was an ugly black one which, 
the artist felt. marred the picture. A 
friend suggested that Barraud request 
the company then manufacturing the 
talking, machine in England to lend him 
a brass horn of a newer type, which 
would add color to the canvas. This 
was done, and when the company offi- 
cials saw the completed painting, they 
bought it at once. But Francis Bar- 
raud did not paint “His Master’s Voice” 
with any commercial idea in view; he 
did it for the love of his art—and of 
his dog. The manufacturing company 
saw the value of the picture as an ad- 
vertisting asset. Reproductions soon be- 
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gan going to the ends of the earth. yy 
was at Barraud’s suggestion that=no 
word of an advertising character was 
placed on the picture—simply the three 
words in the title. Those were enough, 
as time has proved. There was “art” 
in that suggestion. 

The original canvas is listed in the 
company’s inyentory at a value of $1. 
Probs*ly $5,000,000, it is said by ad- 
vertising experts, would not buy it 
new. Technically the painting is done 
well, for Barraud knew dogs and how 
to paint them. 

Some years ago, the reader will be 
glad to learn, the company that pur- 
chased the painting for a nominal sum 
awarded Barraud a pension in recogni- 
tion of the wide appeal his creation had 
made. The artist also had the satis- 
faction, long before he died, of know- 
ing that a work of his which had be- 
come a trade-mark had become also a 
symbol that furthered the popular ap- 
preciation and enjoyment of an art re- 
lated to his own. 

The original canvas occupies the place 
of honor in the room of the board of di- 
rectors of the manufacturing company, 

ex, England. The

the building catches fire the first thing 
to be saved is “His Master’s Voice.” 

“If Nipper only knew that,” wrote 
his master in 1916, long after Nipper 
had gone the way of all dog flesh, “he 
would wag his little stumpy tail so 
proudly! .

“I ealled it ‘His Master's Voice, he 
said, “and showed it to several publish- 
ers, as I thought there would be a de- 
mand for it as a reproduction. These 
gentlemen, however, were not of the 
same opinion. One well-known man ob- 
jected on the score that no one would 
know what the dog was doing. An- 
other very generous and venturesome 
publisher offered me $25 for it, but I 
was not tempted.”
